According to the Manufacturers’ Uor- 
orc! there has been an increase in s ie 
volume of lumber shipments since the 
opening of the v< ar, along the south At­ 
lantic coast at Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick, Darien and Jacksonville, 
and at the gulf jnirts, Pensacola, Mobile 
and New Orleans, the movement has 
been quite pronounced both in lumber 
and timber. 
The foreign trade has materially im­ 
proved with an easement iii tim tone of i 
freight rates mu! a better offering of 
desirable tonnage. 
At Savannah a more ; 
than average volume of business has de­ 
veloped, and the indications arc tliut 
next month will be one of considerable 
activity in all avenues of tho trade, i 
There is a steady demand from northern 
and eastern centers, and from South 
America, while to the United Kingdom 
and the continent large shipments arc 
going forward by almost every steamer. 
At Brunswick the demand is firm, and 
at Darien the prospects are that the 
record of shipments for 1900, more than 
IOO,(HK),OOO feet, mostly for foreign des­ 
tination, will he maintained, and it 
must be remembered that these ship­ 
ments did not include millions of feet 
towed to Savannah and St. Simons.
